638,880 TONS OF BOMBS 
DROPPED IN EUROPE BY 
U.S. BIG BOMBERS ALONE 


LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP). 

ERMAN industrial and mil- 
* itary targets have been 

blasted with 638,880 tons of 
explosives through Oct. 31 by 
American heavy bombers of the 
Eighth and @“Fifteenth’ Ajir 
Forces, the United States Stra- 
tegic Air Forces in Europe said 
in an summary of operations 
yesterday. 

Germany itself felt the weight 
of 330,000 tons. 

Since the Eigth Air Force be- 
gan operations from Eginad 
in August, 1942, and the Fif- 
teenth from Italy in November, 
1943, American fighters and 
bombers have destroyed 15,210 
enemy planes, getting 12,640 in 
the air and the rest on the 
ground. 

Combined American losses 
were 5708 bombers and 2449 
fighters, less than 2 per cent of 
the planes used, the report said.

LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP).—Re- 
curring reports that Adolf Hitler 
is dead, very ill, or mentally un- 
balanced, gained weight today in 
the light of circumstances gur- 
rounding a strange broadcast yes- 
terday in which Heinrich Himmler 
read, on the Fuehrer’s behalf, a 
proclamation calling on the Ger- 
man people to fight to the death. 

The German explanation was 
that Hitler was too busy guiding 
the destinies of the Reich to ap- 
pear before a microphone and 
read the proclamation, which he 
was said to have written, 

Official British sources, which 
have always been cautious about 
commenting on Hitler rumors in 
the past, said flatly, however, that 
the proclamation had a “phony 
ring.” 

“I greet you from afar, through 
the speaker,” said the proclama- 
tion, at one point, 

The most widely accepted theory 
here was that the proclamation 
was a _ghost-written effort by 
Himmler and Dr. Paul Joseph 
Goebbels to curb rumors within 
Germany of Hitler’s serious illness 
or death,

It was the eighth time R. A. F. 
bombers had attacked the last 
large battleship of the German 
Navy. 

(The “earthquake” bombs which 
sank the Tirpitz probably were 
made in St. Louis. It was an- 
nounced last month that the six- 
ton bombs being used by the R. A, 
F, were manufactured by the Scul- 
lin Steel Co., 6700 Manchester 
avenue. The British Air Ministry 
has described the bomb as.«“the 
most destructive air weapon ever 
used,") 

British Communique. 

The text of the Air Ministry 
communique: 

“The Tirpitz has been sunk. 
Yesterday morning 29 Lancasters 
of the R. A. F. bomber command, 
led by Wing Comdr. J. B.’ Tait, 
D. 8. O., D. F. C., and Squadron 
Leader A. G. Williams, attacked 
the German battleship Tirpitz 
with 12,000-pound bombs. 

“There were several direct hits 
and within a few minutes the ship

The Air Ministry said earlier 
that the bombers “landed away 
from base” after the attack,

That in precinct 13, Roscoe 
Thompson, Republican judge, 
dominated the proceedings; that

ficial organizer for the Spicuzza 
Fifth Ward Organization.”

Tucker, a Republican candidate 
for the Legislature, acted as 
challenger and undertook to ex- 
ercise functions of election offi- 
cials; that Tucker and Marion 
Tillard, an employe of the City 
License Collector, helped mark 
ballots in advance for supposed 
illiterates. The Election Board 
took up a quantity of pre- 
marked ballots and removed the 
judges and clerks; those who 
were submitted made _ errors 
in the count. 

That in precincts 20 and 21 
the miscount was general, and 
worked against various candi- 
dates, including Mike Kinney 
for State Senator and Patrick J. 
Burke for Mayor. “Margaret B. 
Armstrong, one of the Demo- 
cratic judges, undertook to count 
all ballots, both Democratic and 
Republican,” in precinct 21, “be- 
cause none of the other precinct 
officials seemed to know any- 
thing about their duties.” She 
did not complete her count until 
4:30 a. m. In precincts 22 and 
30 errors in counting and irreg- 
ularities were found, but no in- 
dividual was named. 

Denlals by Gamblers, 

The Federal grand jury report- 
ed also on its investigation. of 
“newspaper stories to the effect 
that money was being raised by 
Illinois gamblers in behalf of a 
certain candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor of 
Missouri.” The candidate referred 
to was Jean Paul Bradshaw, who 
won the party nomination and

“The grand _ jury,” its report 
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snid, “caused to be subpenaed sev- 
eral witnesses from East St. Louis 
and Belleville, Ill., including offi- 
cials of East St. Louis. 


“It developed that Mr. Dan Mc- 
Glynn, who was active in Repub- 
lican politics in East St. Louis, 
had communicated by telephone 
with an active Republican poli- 
tician in St. Louis, and had solicit- 
ed his support in behalf of Brad- 
shaw for Governor. There was 
also testimony that this same East 
St. Louis attorney had solicited a 
contribution of $1000 toward that 
same campaign fund from an ac- 
tive Democrat in St. Louis. 


“Although several operators of 
gambling establishments and slot 
machines in St. Clair County, Ill. 
were subpenaed to appear before

Federal Law Cited. 


The Federal grand jury’s report 
cited the Federal statute against 
“conspiracy to injure persons in 
exercise of civil rights,” which 
served as the basis for. Federal 
vote fraud prosecutions in Kansas 
City, and which, it stated, is the 
only law applicable, and then only 
in reference to Federal offices, 
which in the case of the primary 
were those of Senator and Con- 
gressman, 


“Before an indictment could be 
returned,” the grand jury said, 
“it would be necessary to estab- 
lish that the miscount was the 
result of a conspiracy or agree- 
ment between those who did the 
miscounting.” Jt did not find 
such evidence. 


“However,” the report said, “it 
is the opinion of the grand jury 
that little attention was paid to 
the State statutes of Missouri by 
many of the judges and clerks /in 
the Fifth Ward.” It called atten- 
tion especially to the provisions 
for illiterate voters, and said 
these were wholly disregarded, as 
the so-called illiterates were not 
sworn as to their illiteracy, and 
that the contents of ballots were 
not read to these voters as re- 
required by law. 

Provisions of State law as to 
the method of counting ballots 
were also violated repeatedly, the 
grand jury said, as the ballots 
were counted by the judges and 
clerks of one party, not of both

== SIMPLIFIED RULES ON BONUSES 


AND CHRISTMAS SEASON HIRING 


Simplified ‘regul: itions for pay- 
ment of year-end bonuses and for 
hiring of temporary Christmas 
season employes were announced 
today by Paul F. Nachtman, 
regional War Labor Board chair-| 
man at Kansas City, who said /| 
most bonus payment plans do not 
now need WLB approval. 

Nachtman said extra Christmas 
employes may be hired in un- 
limited numbers and paid above 
the minimum rate ranges for the 
jobs being filled without disturb- 
ing year-round hiring schedules. 
In ordinary situations, only one- 
fourth of regular employes covered 
by Wage ranges may be paid) 
above the minimum of the range. | 
Temporary Christmas season 
workers may be paid any amount 
between the minimum and mid 
point of the range, but if their 
pay exceeds the midpoint® they 
must be counted among the 25 
per cent. 

Bonuses of up to $25 do not need 
approval, nor do other bonuses if 
the bonus plan is the same as was 
used last year. Employers con- 
templating bonuses which need 
approval should file applications 
without delay to insure action be- 
fore Christmas.

A _ few larger 
hospitals where beds are scarce 
require that reservations be made 
well in advance and when booked 
recommend that patients use clin- 
ic facilities, which they provide. 

Some hospitals, however, insist 
that EMIC cases, even when pri- 
vate rooms are available, must 
be processed through the clinics. 
At St. Mary’s Hospital, this means 
the serviceman’s wife must apply 
to Firmin Desloge Hospital, where 
St. Mary’s clinical patients are re- 
ferred. It also means the wife 
may not be attended by her per- 
sonal physician, but it does not | 
imply that she will receive other) 
than good medical care.

Missouri Supreme Court 
Denies Former Hod 
Union Officer’s Mo- 
tions in Theft Case. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 13 
(AP).—Orville Golden, former sec- 
retary-treasurer of AFL Hod Car-

. President Roosevelt in a recent 
' gpecial message to Congress urged 
establishment of a Missouri Val- 
ley authority to supervise all river 
and reclamation projects iin the 
Missouri basin. In this message he 
directed the attention of Congress 
to the success of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. In advocating 
waterway programs as part of a 
postwar public works setup to 
help employment, he also recom- 
mended approval of the long-de- 
bated Great Lakes-St. Lawrence | 
seaway, on which separate hear- 
ings will be held soon. 


Among the controversial proj} 
ects in the water-use bill are the 
66-million-dollar Tennessee - Tom- 
bigbee waterway, the 60-million-dol- 
lar Alabama-Coosa power-naviga- 
tion program, and the 38-million- 
dollar Beaver-Mahoning canal, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

Big authorizations in the flood 
control bill include 200 million in 
the lower Misissippi River, 35 mil- 
lion in the Arkansas River basin, 
_ 45 million in the White River ba- 
sin, 200 million in the Missouri 
Valley, 70 million in the Ohio ba- 
sin, and 50 million plus in the Sac- 
ramento-San Joaquin River basin. 


Land for Soldiers Through Irriga- 
tion Proposed. 


DENVER, Nov. 13 (AP).—Wil- 
liam E. Warne of Washington, D. 
C., assistant United States Com- 
missioner of Reclamation, today 
envisioned postwar irrigation of 
land on which “a couple of divi- 
sions of soldiers could settle on 
their return” from fighting fronts. 

Warne, here to address the Na- 
tional Reclamation Association 
convention Wednesday through 
Friday, said in an interview that 
proposed Western’ reclamation 
projects would provide multiple 
benefits. 

Warne said that if authorities 
similar to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority are created on the Mis- 
souri and Arkansas rivers “the 
plans will be useful, and if not, 
we're ready to build our part of 
the projects.” 

He took the view that the Mis- 
sourl River could be developed 
for both navigation and irriga- 
tion,

US: OF HOSPITALS 
Mt EDUCATION 


St. Louisan Tells of Suc- 
cessful Army Plan for 
Rehabilitation of 
Wounded. 


Fpspitais should be converted 
inte “institutions of opportunity,” 
wh:re patients may utilize the 
corvalescent period for study and 
creitive activity, Col. Howard A. 
Rusk, St. Louis physician who is 
chef of the Army Air Forces con- 
vaescent training division, told 
the Southern Medical Association 
today. 


Dr. Rusk, who has been nomi- 
nated for this year’s St. Louis 
Award for his revolutionary wor* 
in rehabilitating disabled war vet- 
erans, reviewed the first two 
years experience with his pro- 
gram in military hospitals and 
convalescent centers in a paper 
presented at the opening session of 
the association's thirty-leighth an- 
nual meeting. 

He emphasized the contribution 
of the military rehabilitation pro- 
gram to the medicine of tomor- 
row, and urged that it form the 
basis of a new specialty in civilian 
medical care which he termed or- 
thergasia and defined ag the con- 
ditioning for normal] function and 
adjustment, 


Even in a short period of hospi- 
tal convalescence, civilians could 
be shown orientation films which 
would help educate them to the 
realities of global existence, he 
said, while longer convalescent 
periods could be utilized for vo- 
cationa! training or general educa- 
tion. 

Some 40 million man-hours of 
physical and educational training 
has been given in Army Air Forces 
hospitals to date, he reported, add- 
ing that the program had 
shortened hospitalization tfme, re- 
duced hospital readmissions, vir- 
tually eliminate sick leave and 
greatly improved patients’ morale. 

Use of sulfa drugs in treating 
skin diseases has been grossly 
- abused not only by laymen but by 
physicians, it was reported by Dr, 
Norman Tobias, assistant profes- 
sor of dermatology at St. Louis 
University School of Medicine. 

He referred to the physician 
“who feels and rather hopes that 
sulfa drugs will make up for his 
shortcomings in the difficult and 
mysterious field of dermatological 
diagnosis and therapy.”

“A real disarmament program 
(for Germany) requires not only 
the dismantling of all direct mu- 
nitions industries but also the dis- 
mantling and removal to the dev- 
astated areas of Europe of the 
primary indirect munitions indus- 
tries, including the metallurgical 
{steel) and chemical industries. 

The Germans alfeady have vi- 
olently denounced the Morgenthau 
plan that Germany be destroyed 
as a modern industrial state. 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, in a 
presidential campaign speech, said 
this plan so stirred up the Ger- 
mans that it had the effect of 
providing them with 10 new divi- 
sions.

The new thing about the procla- 
mation is not its content. Exhor- 
tations to fight to the bitter end 
have by this time lost their punch 
with the war-weary population. 
The new thing about it is the 
fact that, of all persons, the Ges- 
tapo chief and principal hangman 
of the Reich has been selected to 
read over the radio a document 
purporting to come from _ the 
Fuehrer himself. 


Dubious Explanation. 

Obviously, if Adolf Hitler had 
time to compose the piece to 
which the German nation was re- 
galed, he might also have found 
time to step before a microphone 
at his own desk, wherever he 
might be. One is naturally in- 
clined to wonder whether Adolf 
Hitler is still master of his own 
movements. 

Leaving this point to the realm 
of speculation, it cannot be de- 
nied that the obvious man to read 
a proclamation on behalf of the 
Fuehrer is Dr. Joseph Goebbels, 
the Minister for Propaganda and 
Public Enlightenment. In the 
' past that has been his job, both 
because it naturally belonged to 
his functions, and because he 1s 
a trained radio speaker who knows 
how to charm radio audiences. 


Ever since the purge of gener- 
als and other opponents of the 
regime which set in after the at- 
tempt, real or staged, upon Hit- 
ler’s life on July 20, every attempt 
has been made to popularize Hein- 
rich Himmler with the masses. 
The German press has been sur- 
feited with articles depicting him 
as the home-loving man of fhe 
people to whom a grave injustice 
has been done by picturing him as 
an ogre and a sadist, 


Goering in Eclipse. 
Apparently Himmler thinks that 


this process of popularization has 
gone far enough, and that he can 
now emerge as the real power in 
Germany, even though Hitler has 
never revoked his public announce- 
ment of Sept. 1, 1939, by which 


Hermann Goering was designated# 


as his successor.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (AP). 

Following is a partial text of 
the proclamation read yesterday 
by Heinrich Himmler, in the name 
Of Adolf Hitler, as broadcast by 
the Beritn radio and recorded by 
the Associated Press: 


EQUIREMENTS of all-out 
war induced me to postpone 
the commemoration of Nov. 9 
to the following free Sunday. The 
work at headquarters also does 
not allow me to leave headquar- 
ters even for a few days. But 
quite apart from this I consider 
my duty to consist less in deliver- 
ing speeches than in preparing 
and carrying through those meas- 
ures which are necessary for final 
victory in this fight. 

The struggle of 1914-1918 caused 
the death of two million people. 
But there were another 20 mil- 
lion which, according to the 
wishes of the democratic benefac- 
tors of mankind, were to be elimi- 
nated from our midst. 

Today this demand has been in- 
creased to 40 million. As it does 
not lie within the power of man 
to call a halt to retarding move- 
ments in the life of a nation, no- 
body could say when this process 
of the shrinkage of our peoples’ 
substance would come to an end. 

The time for people who like to 
make compromises or reservations 
is definitely over. 

Since the day of our taking 
Over power our old enemies have 
not changed but have increased 
their hatred. At the best their 
methods of procedure have been 
adapted to a new situation. Jewry, 
however, as the last inspiring and 
driving power, the same as at the 
time of our struggle for power, 
has not allowed since 1933 any op- 
portunity to pass by for express- 
ing a satanic mania for persecu- 
tion and destruction against the 
new state, 


Objectives Unchanged. 


The times, therefore, may have 
changed but the most important 
part of the struggle forced upon 
us remain: 

Firstly, our own objective, viz., 
the preservation of our people and 
the securing of our future by all 
possible means, and_ secondly, 
the objective of our enemies, viz., 
the annihilation of our people, the 
extermination of the nation and 
thereby the end of its existence. 

The objective of our enemies, 
therefore, has remained also. 
Bolshevism assisted by the de- 
mocracies once tried to annihilate 
our movement in the interior with 
terrorism. Sovietism, supported by 
the democracies, is endeavoring to 
destroy the Reich and exterminate 
our people. 

That the middle-class world, 
which knowingly or unknowingly 
at that time did the understrap- 
pers’ work for bolshevism in the 
interior, was drifting blindly to- 
wards its downfall means no 
change as regards their attitude. 
That the present-day democracies 
would dig their own graves after 
the victory of bolshevism; that the 
democratic states together with 
their idea would be annihilated im- 
mediately, means no change as re- 
gards the actuality of their pres- 
ent-day procedure, 


Bolshevist Menace. 


The necessity of saving Europe 
from the Bolshevist monster is 
still realized today by many for- 
eign statesmen, parliamentarians 
and party politicians, as well as by 
business men. The practical re- 
sults of this realization, however, 
can be produced only if a strong 
European power succeeds in or- 
ganizing—beyond all _ theoretical 
hopes—and in successfully carry- 
ing through this joint fight for 
the existence of all. 

National Socialism of the Ger- 
man Reich gqnly is and will be 
able to do this. 

During the long periods of Euro- 
pean history the thesis of the Euro- 
pean balance of power was to the 
stupid West very frequently iden- 
tical with permission to enter into 
an alliance with the danger 
threating Europe, against Euro- 
pean solidarity in order all the 
easier to be able to choke one or 
the other unpleasant competitor, 

Although this struggle during 
the past centuries, accompanied 
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RUBICAM SCHOOL 
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by many setbacks, demanded 
heavy sacrifices from our people, 
it eventually resulted in success 
and rendered possible the coming 
into being or existence of a family 
of European peoples. The peoples 
and above all their statesmen, 
generals and soldiers have at all 
times had days of luck and with 
them of visible success. 


Steadfast in Trouble. 

Most remarkable, however, of 
the great men in history, the same 
as of peoples destined to become 
great, was their steadfastness in 
days of trouble, their confidence in 
times of evident hopelessness as 
regards their situation, their de- 
fiance and courage after setbacks. 

Likewise in this most gigantic 
struggle of nations of all times we 
witness the falling away from us 
of all that is small, cowardly and 
unfit to live. 

That monarchs, absolutely mis- 
understanding their own position, 
should lose courage and become 
traitors is due to their spiritual 
and moral insufficiency. That 
statesmen even and generals 
should opine to be able to turn in 
their favor the world struggle by 
means of cowardly capitulation 
confirms the old experience that 
the world is not peopled simulta- 
neously by too many great men, 

Everywhere where such capitu- 
lation has taken place or been 
considered and where it might be 
considered today or tomorrow the 
result will not be cheap escape 
from the historical crisis, but com- 
pulsory extermination of the re- 
spective peoples and thereby the 
destruction of responsible men. 
Bolshevist chaos and civil war 
will be the first result in the in- 
terior of these countries. The sec- 
ond phase opens with the handing 
over of so-called war criminals, of 
valuable men, and will be ended 
by unending columns of human 
beings who set out along the road 
to Siberia in order to die there as 
victims of the weakness of their 
leaders, 

Resistance Maintained. 

Although the sacrifices of all 
this treachery have been very 
heavy for Germany as the princi- 
pal country in this struggle, they 
nevertheless were able to neither 
loosen ,the structure of the Reich 
nor to eliminate the spirit of re- 
sistance. On the contrary,ithe na- 
tion was hardened in the fight 
and became fanatic, 

We are glad that in a number 
of peoples affected elements of re- 
sistance have been found. 

In Italy, gathering around the 
creator of a new state, Benito 
Musgsolini as Duce and in Hun- 
gary, gathering around Szalasi, in 
Slovakia under the leadership of 
State President Tiso, in Croatia 
under the leadership of Poglavnik 
Ante Pavelic, as leaders of young 
nations. We know that in other 
countries also committees and 
governments have arisen deter- 
mined not to recognize capitula- 
tions nor to accept the extermina- 
tion of the peoples simply because 
some weaklings without character 


cause some blockheads saw possi- 


longer believe. 

Our greatest ally, Japan, looked 
upon the fight from the very first 
day in the right light: a decisive 
dispute for existence. Since then 


Japan is fighting with the valor 
of really heroic people, 


Treason After Treason. 

Since the breakthrough of So- 
viet armies through the Romanian 
front at the Don in November, 
1942, and since the going to pleces 
of Italian and Hungarian forma- 
tions with all its serious conse- 
quences to our military command, 
treason after treason affected our 
people. Despite all this enemy 
hopes have not been realized. The 
enemy was always intercepted and 
stopped. 

The sole hope therefore left to 
the enemy was a decisive stab in 
the back in the interior of Ger- 
many to which recourse has been 
had whenever no other’ success 
could be obtained. Unprincipled 
characters met in order to break 
German resistance at its very 
roots. They were absolutely right 
in one respect. As long as I am 
alive Germany will not suffer the 
fate of European states flooded by 
Boshevism. As long as there is 
breath left in me, my body and 
soul will serve one thought only— 
to make my people strong in de- 
fense and attack against the dead- 
ly danger. If there are people 
objecting to this it cannot be 
helped. 

The manner of my taking over 
power has made it easy for every 
German and especially for every 
government official and officer, 
without coming into conflict with 
his conscience, to do his duty. 


For nearly one and a half years 


the old Reich president who called 
me as leader of by far the strong- 
est party as chancellor. in ac- 
cordance with the _ constitution, 
was my chief and was corre- 
spondingly honored and respected 
by me, 


Conflict of Conscience. 

Those, however, who by no act 
of mine were constantly brought 
into conflict with their conscience 
and who now think fit to involve 
other people in a conflict with 
their conscience must know that 
this means certain death for them. 

What made me most thankful 
after July 20 and what touched me 
most was that the army, navy 
and Luftwaffe had been imbued 
with the National Socialism spirit. 
There remained, therefore, prac- 
tically nothing more to do than to 
expel those unworthy ones from 
the party, state and armed forces, 
in order to bring about a complete 
unity of views and of the will of 
the party, people, state and armed 
forces.

Perhaps the Republican party will 
elect Presidents in the future, for our 
democracy is dependent upon giving the 
people a choice of candidates, and “Re- 
publican” is a good democratic name 
for a political party. But it will have 
to be a new Republican party. The Re- 
publican party of today is dead. Long 
live the Republican party.

Victory for Caesar 


An ultimatum was delivered to record manu- 
facturers in June, 1942, by James Caesar Petrillo, 
czar of the American Federation of Musicians. No 
member of his union, Petrillo said, would play 
for recordings or transcriptions after Aug. 1 un- 
less the companies agreed to pay royalties on all 
records sold, the money to go into a union fund. 

Despite its purported humanitarian purpose of 
aiding musicians who lose their jobs to “‘canned 
music” devices, this was a shakedown, pure and 
simple. On its face, it was what the anti-trust 
laws call a “wrongful and unlawful combination 
and conspiracy in restraint of trade.” 

Yet, with acquiescence by the two remaining 
holdouts, RCA-Victor and Columbia, Petrillo now 
has won an all-out victory. He has been upheld 
by the Fe¥eral courts, he has defied the Presi- 
dent, the WLB, the OWI and other branches of 
the Government, and he has broken his pledged 
word. He had promised to stop the boycott if 
the President so requested. He did not do sO. 
But his coercion has proved so effective that the 
companies have surrendered rather than go out 
of business, and the law, as it stands, is power- 
less. 

Unemployed musicians have a case, of course. 
But so have all other workers who have been 
affected by the march of technological progress. 
Thousands of stagecoach drivers and steamboat 
crew members lost their jobs when the railroads 
came along. But if railroads were required to 
pay royalties to these dispossessed workers, a 
premium on unemployment and a drag on prog- 
ress would have resulted. The answer is not a 
perpetual tax exacted at pistol point by a union, 
but co-operation by industry, labor and govern- 
ment in solving the problem. 

How could Petrillo get away with this misuse 
of labor’s economic weapon? The answer is in 
the Hutcheson case, the notorious jurisdictional 
strike which tied up construction work at the 
Anheuser-Busch plant in St. Louis for years. 
The Supreme Court on Feb. 3, 1941, ruled that 
the Clayton Act did not apply, that labor was 
immune to prosecution under the anti-trust laws 
in such a work stoppage. The United States 
District Court in Chicago on Oct. 12, 1942, re- 
fused, under this precedent, to take action 
against Petrillo, and the Supreme Court upheld 
its view on Feb. 15, 1943. 

Caesar Petrillo’s successful shakedown thus 
proves the need for amending the anti-trust 
laws to make them apply to labor unions. The 
rights of unions are protected by law, but they 
should not be permitted to use boycott tactics 
that private business is forbidden to use. 
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Hopeful Experiment 

That’s a splendidly promising progressive idea 
to experiment with radio education in St. Louis 
schools. That timid small murmur in the back 
of the studio will be Johnny's papa hoping the 
microphone pedants have some medicine to cure 
Johnny’s taste for twilight-hour blood-spilling, 
police sirens and interplanetary rockets. 
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Why Didn't Hitler Speak? 

For Hitler to call on the German people to re- 
sist to the bitter end isn’t news. He has done 
this before, since the war took its decisive turn, 
and the present appeal is in the vein of his pre- 
vious ones, 

What is news about the proclamation is the 
fact that Hitler himself didn’t read it, but had 
it broadcast by Heinrich Himmler, the chief of 
his hangmen. So London is buzzing today with 
reports that this means Hitler is ill, mentally in- 
competent or dead. There have been many such 
rumors for months past, but it is difficult this 
time to shrug them off in the presence of the 
fact that Himmler, not Hitler, read the speech. 

Hitler’s most powerful weapon, in peace or 
war, has been his voice, and his frenzied oratory. 
He's too busy now to deliver a speech, he says, 
but he isn’t too busy to write one. It cannot be 
imagined that so thin an explanation will satisfy 
even the German people. 

Anyway, why is Himmler chosen to present 
this appeal? Goebbels is the No, 1 German 
propagandist, Goering is still designated as Hit- 
ler’s successor, but neither reads the proclama- 
tion. Himmler is the super-policeman whose 
major duty now is suppressing unrest in the 
Reich. Perhaps his selection as Hitler's mouth- 
piece offers a clew to what is worrying the Nazis 
most in these days of growing defeat. 

The mystery can't be explained now, but it’s 
evident that something is seriously wrong on 
the German home front. 
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The Poles Have Not Learned 

The Polish Government in London has moved 
far from its obstinacy of the past few years— 
especially since the -death of Gen, Sikorski— 
and virtually ¢onceded Russia's rights in Eastern 
Europe. A majority of those in the Govern- 
ment-in-Exile now seem desirous of speedy set- 
tlement of Ukrainian and White Russian claims 
east of the Curzon line, Polish compensation in 
German territory to the west and other boun- 
dary questions they have hitherto refused to 
discuss. 

Yet what they ask in return is no more real- 
istic than was their old attitude of open bellig- 
erence toward the Soviet Union. They want 
elimination of Russian support for the Polish 
National Committee of Liberation, which has 
headquarters in Lublin. 

The Lublin group, supported by Russia or not, 
is a strong coalition of the Polish Workers’ party, 
the Peasant, Socialist and Polish Democratic 
parties. It represents the very elements which 
opposed Poland’s dictatorial pre-war government. 
Yet a new Polish government, without such mul- 
ti-party representation, would be as undemocrat- 
ic as the regime of Pilsudski. 

Mr. Churchill, Mr. Roosevelt and Marshal 
Stalin have all spoken publicly of their interest 
in a strong, independent Poland. If it is to be 
democratic as well—a point Stalin stresses—the 
London Poles must find agreement with their 
Lublin opposition, especially on these questions: 

Will Poland refurn to the 1921 Constitution, 
free from the dictatorial Constitution of 1935? 

Will the people be givén agrarian reform— 
the breaking up of Polish estates to permit al- 
lotments to landless peasants? 

Civil strife now flares in Poland. There are 
terrorist assassinations; quarrels between the 


adherents of the London Government and those 
of the Lublin committee. The Poles remain 
apart, divided on the basic issue of popular 
versus unpopular rule. 

Both the leaders in London and those in Lub- 
lin must soon and belatedly learn the bitter les- 
son of Greece and Italy, Yugoslavia and France, 
where the old regimes have been compelled to 
yield to the new. Liberation means little to 
hungry, war-wasted peoples unless the right to 
popular rule is part of it. 
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Idea for the Railroads 

An excellent proposal, to enable the railroads 
to come into court with clean hands when they 
ask for cancellation of land-grant freight rates, 
has been made by the departments of Agricul- 
ture and Interior, as reported by Lowell Mellett. 
It is that the railroads return to the Government 
the 15,000,000 acres of land, valued at $60,- 
000,000, which they have not used and are hold- 
ing only to sell. 

Mr. Mellett writes that this land is so inter- 
mingled with lands owned by the Government— 
parks, national forests, grazing districts, and 
other areas set aside for public use—that de- 
velopment of the Government land is compli- 
cated. 

The 132,000,000 acres of land which the Gov- 
ernment granted to the railroads in the time 
of their construction were intended, not to en- 
rich the corporations, but to help them to build 
and to serve the nation. In return, the rail- 
roads agreed to give the Government land-grant 
freight rates, or a rebate on the standard rates. 

Now the railroads are asking for cancellation 
of the land-grant rates, in a bill which will be 
pending when Congress reconvenes. There is a 
case for cancellation. The railroads, which have 
realized $434,000,000 from Government land they 
have sold, have repaid the Government $600,- 
000,000 in rebates. The concession was light- 
ened in 1940 by limitation to military and na- 
val freight and passenger traffic; and abolition 
of the land-grant rates has been recommended 
by the ICC and the House Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce Committee. 

If these were normal times, the case for can- 
cellation would be good. But these are not nor- 
mal times. Far from it. They are war times, 
The departments of War, Navy, Treasury and 
Interior oppose cancellation of the land-grant 
rates during the war and estimate it would add 
$250,000,000 to $500,000,000 a year to the cost of 
prosecuting the war, 

If they are so bold as to push their case for 
removal of the land-grant concession before the 
war ends, the railroads cannot but put them- 
selves in the light of would-be war profiteers. 
If they wish to make their case for cancellation 
after the war complete, they can do so by prom- 
ising to return to the Government, quid pro quo, 
the 15,000,000 acres of surplus land, and there- 
by to stand out of the way of use of this land 
for the nation’s welfare. 
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Compliment on Smoke Control 

That was a fine compliment Dr. Ernst Berl, 
research chemist of the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology at Pittsburgh, paid to St. Louis and 
to the devoted, determined men who work cease- 
lessly in the upholding of its smoke elimination 
law. 

“TIT don’t think any other great city has mas- 
tered its smoke problem as well as St. Louis,” 
he said. 

Dr. Berl observed that in his own Pittsburgh, 
“we have pul aside our anti-smoke ordinance un- 
til after the war.” There have been efforts on 
the part of the perennial enemies of the smoke 
elimination law to put it aside in St. Louis, too. 
But the stanch citizens who brought our city 
this blessing have been able to maintain it in- 
violate. They also, and not the would-be de- 
stroyers, are the ones who have successfully ar- 
ranged for St. Louis’ fuel supply for the second 
difficult winter. 

One of the things that makes our city great, 
in fact and in the regard of its sister cities, is 
our victory over the smoke plague. Let's keep 
it great. 
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Revenge With V-2 

Prime Minister Churchill's report to Commons 
on Vergeltungswaffe—Vengeance Weapon—No. 
2, the second flying bomb, intimates that the 
British will have much more difficulty in erect- 
ing defenses against this weapon than they had 
in defending against its predecessor. 

Mr. Churchill’s statement that “‘should satis- 
factory intelligence be received, no doubt appro- 
priate measures will be taken,” is a rather 
roundabout way of saying that the British don’t 
yet know where the V-2s are being fired from, 
Furthermore, since the projectiles fly at a speed 
of 3500 hour than times 
the speed of sound—warning of their approach 
cannot be given, and it would seem unlikely that 
they could be shot down by planes. 

In the case of the V-1s, out of 8000 launched 
only 2300 reached their goal, as Lt, Col. Edwin 
Duncan Sandys, War Cabinet member in charge 
of counter-measures, said in a report on Sept. 7 
announcing that the attack had virtually ceased, 

The V-2 is reported being employed against 
our troops, in Belgium, France and Holland, 
This use of it is apparently an act of terrorism 
and desperation—for the 15-ton projectile falling 
from a height of 55 miles above the earth, is an 
agent of fantastic horror, but its wildness of 
aim limits its military usefulness. 

The Nazis claim they are using the V-2s also 
against Antwerp, which would have more mil- 
itary bearing than the assault upon London. This 
third largest of the world’s ports—outranked 
only by New York and London—is the key to 
supply of our armies in Germany and Holland: 
and the outcome of our struggle to clear it and 
put it into service speedily has the most direct 
bearing on our progress toward a military de- 
cision, '

During a nation-wide tour recently I 
found people everywhere worried about a 
postwar crime wave. They didn’t know ex- 
actly how or where it would start, but they 
appeared to be certain that when GI Joes 
lay down their guns for Uncle Sam, many 
of them will pick up new ones and run 
amuck, This fear has doubtless been fos- 
tered by the belief that our soldiers have 
acquired a “killer instinct” which will per- 
sist in peacetime, 

A similar prediction was made back in 
1918. Yet, following the armistice, there was 
only the slightest rise in homicide, and that 
came from reckless and drunken driving. 

Of course some ex-service men did com- 
mit murder, but only a handful—out-and- 
out psychopaths—did so as a consequence 
of their experiences on the battlefield. Most 
of them were either professional trigger- 
men with unsavory records of long stand- 
ing or so-called “accidental killers,” many 
of whom I came to know at Sing Sing. 


Guilty, Said the Jury 


Take, for example, Andy, twice decorated 
for bravery in France. When he returned 
home he opened a small business and soon 
prospered. One day he went to the bank 
to make a deposit, and there a_ dispute 
arose with another man as to who was 
first in line. At the height of the argu- 
ment, Andy picked up a heavy iron paper- 
weight and murdered his antagonist, 


The veteran pleaded insanity, claiming 
that his mind had been affected by a year’s 
nervice in France. A jury, though, found 
him guilty of manslaughter, and he was 
sent to prison. There Andy frankly told 
me that his insanity defense had been a 
sham designed solely to crawl®®ut of a 
tough spot. 

In the 19208 this blame-it-on-the-war de- 
fense was made so often by murderers that 
people were convinced it was true. In the 
late 1940s the same song will doubtless be 
revived. But think a moment before you 
join in the chorus. 


Surveys show that the bulk of killers are 
not, as so many people believe, gun-toting 
brutes who open fire because murder is 
amusing or profitable. Each year the 
Smiths and Joneses, your next-door neigh- 
bors, snuff out nine times as many lives as 
the John Dillingers and Baby Face Nel- 
sons, Their crimes stem from lovers’ quar- 
réels, marital disputes, drunken brawls, 
financial disagreements, etc, 


Murder Rise Unlikely 


Such killings, obviously, are inevitable as 
long as human nature remains what it is. 
Therefore, the postwar era will see no 
diminution in murder; on the other hand, 
there should be no rise either, unless some 
of our psychiatric casualties return to ci- 
villian life uncured, This possibility is leas 
than after the last war, Visit any Govern- 
ment hospital today and you'll find medi- 
cine working magic with even the most 
hopeless cases. 


3ut what is the postwar outlook for 
crimes other than murder? The last war 
did not cause a crime wave. “What gave 
that impression was the sudden eruption 
of gang warfare that followed on the heels 
of prohibition. Crime in general began to 
rise as far back as 1912, and it was only in 
1919 that there was an appreciable increase 


in any one crime. That was armed rob- 


bery, which attracted callow youtha, 
What also contributed to the increase in 
robbery was the postwar depression, a fact 
that is completely overlooked. Reduction of 
wages to abnormally low levels, and unem- 
ployment, pressed thousands into crime, 
The same thing happened during the 
early 1930s. And it will happen after this 
war—unless economic security is provided. 
What is more, if we have a really bad de- 
pression, we face a horrible crime wave, 


What Depression Would Do 


You don't have to be a criminologist to 
foresee this. Just figure out for yourself 
what might happen to a World War II vet- 
eran if he is unable to obtain a job. For a 
while he might get along on his bonus, but 
when his plight becomes unbearable he de- 
cides to get what he needs at any cost. If 
nervous on his first “job,” he'll pull the trig- 
ger of his gun, kill someone, and land in 
the electric chair. Chances are, though, 
that he'll be caught, and sentenced to 15 to 
30 years in prison. 

It costs the state about $500 annually to 
keep a man behind bars. Besides, his wife 
and child may also have to be supported, at 
a cost of $750. If there are 300,000 such 
men, up to 400 million dollars then, will 
have to be spent each year to maintain 
these victims of the depression. 


We must also consider another crop of 
potential criminals, today’s juvenile delin- 
quents. During the past few years many 
of our social institutions, which might have 
prevented delinquency, were Weakened 
rather than strengthened. In some areas 
schools were closed owing to a shortage of 
teachers: in others, recreational facilities 
were either curtailed or eliminated, Besidea, 
child-labor lawa were flagrantly violated, 
ao that children worked when they should 
have been studying. 


Jobs, Housing and Health 


For one thing, full employment must be 
provided through the joint efforts of Gov- 
ernment, labor and industry. Adult crime 
is at a minimum .today simply because those 
who want jobs are able to maintain them, 
That same right is due every American. 

Also, slum areas, the long-known breed- 
ing places of crime, must be eliminated, 
and there muat be increased budgets for 
kindergartens, playgrounds, recreation cen- 
ters and schools. Furthermore, all commu- 
nities should have medical and psychiatric 
clinics to treat those who are maladjusted 
or show signs of maladjustment. 

If we prevented the accidents we 
wouldn't need the ambulances; if we pre- 
vented the cfTimes we wouldn’t need the 
prisons. This simple logic has been gener- 
ally ignored,

The problem is too big for them, and it is 
solved finally by the alteration of circum- 
stance—by the conversion of other people 
to understanding and comprehension and 
sympathy. 

That, Miss Graham is saying, ts how so- 
ciety will have to solve this most difficult 
problem; and she never neglects, while 
saying it, to tell an affecting love story. It 
is agreeable to be able to predict a wide 
hearing for so important an ideal as that 
of understanding and tolerance, an ideal 
which has seldom been put so sympathet 
ically, attractively and persuasively as it is 
in “Karth and High Heaven.”

F the onrushing Allied armies had not been stopped short at the 
German border in the mud and blood of desperate hand-to-hand

It is Gov. Dewey’s announced 
conviction that he lost because the 
war was still on.

With- 
out President Roosevelt, war or 
no war, the Democrats wouldn't 
have had a ghost of a chance, It 
was his prestige and his per- 
sonality that made a narrow mar- 
gin of victory possible, 


Risky Prophecies. 


At his press conference Friday, 
the President was asked that 
inevitable question: Would he be 
a candidate again in 1948? He 
turned it off jokingly. Prophecies 
about the future of Frankin 
Roosevelt have been shown to be 
extremely risky. Surely, however, 
at the age of 66, with the war 
presumably ended, he will accept 
the retirement to Hyde Park 
which he has so long professed 
to want. 

That will mean the end of coat- 
tail riding. The Democratic ma- 
chine this time came in on a 
wing and a prayer, thanks solely 
to the pilot. But what of the 
future of that machine which has 
disintegrated in s0 many com- 
munities?

Hannegan Was Right. 


Throughout the campaign you 
heard muttering complaints at na- 
tional headquarters.

In reality, of course, when the 
party machinery was turned over

Manufacturers Say U. S. Drives 
Good Bargain With Britain. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP). 
—The National Association of 
Manufacturers said yesterday the 
Government is demanding a “rea- 
sonable business-like settlement” 
in closing a deal with Britain for 
more than 110 million dollars in 

lend-lease machine tools. 

In its weekly publication, the 
NAM added that such a settlement 
“may indicate that the ‘give away’ 
boys in FEA (Foreign Economic 
Administration), the State Depart- 
ment and the White House have 
lost their fight for a complete 
write-off of all lend-lease,” 

The position ‘adopted by the 
Government, the NAM news said, 
is this: 

That an estimate be made of the 
peacetime value of each tool. 

That the English manufacturer 
to pay his government, which in 
turn shall pay ours, the full esti- 
mated cash value of each tool, 

That the manufacturer agree 
that the tool shall not be re-ex- 
ported without the expressed con- 
sent of our Government. 

That under no circumatances 
shall any of these tools ever be 
resold into the American markets. 

That if the British Government 
cares to accept these terms they 
must apply to all of the machine 
tools under consideration, 

“In other words,” the NAM 
news added, “the British cannot 
cull out the more efficient tools 
to keep, and return the wornout, 
obsolete tools to ua.” 


Pravda TeHs Iran It Will Benefit 
by Reds’ Oll Leases. 
MOSCOW, Nov. 13 (AP).— 
Pravda, the official Communist 
party newspaper, pojnting to eco- 
nomic benefits it said the Iran- 
ians would derive from proposed 
Soviet oil concessions, expressed 
“great satisfaction” today over the 
ouster last week of Premier Mo- 

hamed Saed of Iran. 

“In Soviet public circles the 
announcement of Saed’s resigna- 
tion was accepted with great sat- 
isfaction and we hope the new 
Iranian government will include 
persons who will honestly and con- 
acientioualy fulfill the obligations 
Iran assumed by treaty with the 
Soviet Union and will support it 
with neighborly and friendly rela- 
tions,” the editorial said.

who spoke last night on a forum 
program over Station KMOX. 

Those who outlined their views 
were McCune Gill, vice president 
of the Title Insurance Corpora- 
tion; Clarence M, Turley, a past 
president of the St. Louis Real Es- 
tate Exchange, and J. Walter Gold- 
stein, publicity director of Stix, 
Baer & Fuller Co. 

Gill said that despite continuing 
development of outlying business 
sub-centers, “one may reasonably 
conclude that if proper facilities 
to do business in the central area 
are provided, the. value of that 
area as a place in which to trans- 
act business and the value of real 
estate there can be maintained for 
many years, or perhaps indefinite- 
ly %% 


“The project for using the river- 
front strip along the entire length 
of the city as a highway is very 
intriguing,” Gill continued. “Such 
a trafficway would be a tre- 
mendous inducement to bring a 
great many people, both residents 
and nonresidents, into the central 
part of the city, serving to anchor 
the amount of business that would 
be conducted there.” 

Turley said he thought the 
downtown section would prosper 
or suffer according to the for- 
tunes of the city as a whole, and 
expressed the opinion that shorter 
working days, increased salaries 
and a larger number of office 
workers after the war would tend 
to increase the volume of business

pect. 

He added that additional busi- 
ness probably will come from the 
East Side, and said he thought 
the “most important single and 
immediate project for the city is 
the widening of Third street and 
connecting it north and south with 
main traffic arteries; the moat 
important project for owners 1s 
the modernization of their prop- 
erties.”

HIS morning on the way down to feed the 
T chickens, I filled the bird feeders with cracked 
grain and peanut butter.

Menus for 
Tomorrow

N OW is a good time to get ac- 
quainted with pork pie, made 
famous by the people of the 
British Isles. Perhaps most Amer- 
icans will like it best hot, just as 
it comes from the oven, with a 
topping of golden brown, flaky 
biscuits rather thag a richer pas- 
try. Pork pie ingredients need not 
be excessively fat. The excess fat 
can be trimmed from the raw 
pork. This fat is excellent for 
cooking because it is white and 
has a sweet flavor. Pork shoul- 
der, spareribs, or backbones can 
be used for pie, and when the meat 
is tender the bones can be re- 
moved if desired, Pork pie is so 
good that when well done, it can 
become as popular as chicken pie. 


Pork Pie. 


One and one-half pounds bone- 
less pork, from shoulder; two and 
one-half tablespoong flour, one and 
one-fourth teaspoons salt, three 
tablespoons shortening, two and 
one-half cups water, one medium 
Onion, sliced; three-fourths § tea- 
spoon poultry seasoning. 


Cut pork into one and one-half 
inch cubes and dredge in flour, 
seasoned with salt; brown in hot 
shortening in skillet that can go 
into oven later. Reduce heat, add 
one-half cup water and the onion; 
cover and simmer for one and 
one-half hours, adding remaining 
water as needed. Stir in poultry 
seasoning; cover top with biscuit 
topping made from standard bis- 
cuit recipe. Bake at 450 degrees 
F. for 12 to 15 minutes. Serve at 
— directly from skillet. Serves 
our. 


BREAKFAST—Orange juice, hot 
cooked cereal with marmalade, 
milk (whip one cup milk, with two 
tablespoons marmalade). Toasted 
English muffins or whole wheat 
toast. 


LUNCHEON—Cream of tomato 
soup, egg salad sandwiches, fresh 
Tokay grapes. 


DINNER: Pork pie, baked sweet 
potatoes (scoop out and mash with 
one-fourth cup milk, one teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon margarine or 
butter and if you feel adventur- 
ous, try two tablespoons or more 
of peanut butter. Pile lightly back 
into potatoes and brown slightly 
before serving), buttered broccoli, 
perhaps extra biscuits in addition 
to those on Pork Pie, an Apple 
Betty for dessert. 


Apple Betty. 


Mix one and one-half cups 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one 
cup breadcrumbs, cookie or cake 
crumbs, Toss with two tablespoons 
melted margarine or butter until 
coated. Save out one-fourth cup 
crumbs and mix remaining 
crumbs with two cups sliced ap- 
ples (four medium), three table- 
spoons lemon juice. Add one- 
fourth cup water (or any leftover 
fruit juice) and place in buttered 
casserole (three-cup). Sprinkle the 
one-fourth cup remaining crumbs 
over top. Cover and bake at 350 
degrees F. for 30 minutes. Re- 
move cover and continue baking 
until apples are tender, about 30 
minutes. Serve hot or cold with 
vanilla sauce: Mix one-half cup 
sugar, one tablespoon cornstarch, 
one-fourth teaspoon galt; add one 
cup boiling water. Cook until clear 
and thick, add two teaspoons 
vanilla, one tablespoon butter. 
Serve warm. This same recipe 
may be used for pear or plum 
betty. 

Serve three cups of milk for 
each child and one cup for each 
adult as beverage in addition to 
milk used in menu.

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This ig the time of year to lim- 
ber your body, to walk two or 
three miles a day for health and 
beauty. When sparkling days call 


you out of doors, walk in good 
posture with a free, easy swing. 
At home—before you walk—go 


‘through these four exercises to 


limber -your spine and improve 
your posture. And continue with 
them ‘+ throughout the winter 
months: 

Exercise 1: Stand erectly with 
feet apart, shoulders back and ab- 
domen pulled in and up. Swing 
arms high overhead and then 
swing them down to floor in front 
of feet. Swing high again. Re- 
peat five times. Make your bend- 
ing forward a smooth, unbroken 
arch. 

Exercise 2: Lie in good posture 
on the floor with heels extended, 
palms on floor beneath the small 
of your back. Raise both legs to 
right angle of body, keeping knees 
straight, heels extended. Slowly 
lower your legs to floor. Repeat.

Try to push your feet upward to- 
ward ceiling to straighten legs 
when they are raised. It is very 
difficult at first but keep trying! 

Exercise 3: Lie on floor in good 
posture with arnis at sides. Bend 
both knees back to chest. Kick 
right foot straight out (not up) 
with heels extended. Bend right 
knee back to chest as you kick 
out left foot. Vary your kicking 
rhythm from slow to rapid. Re- 
lax when breathless and repeat, 
Abdomen is held in. 

Exercise 4: Sit ‘on floor with 
legs straight out in front of body, 
abdomen held in, and place hands 
lightly on floor at sides. Swing 
legs high up in the air as you let 
upper body fall down on floor and 
swing arms overhead at same 
time. Return legs heavily to floor 
(to get momentum), bringing up- 
per body to sitting position, and 
then bend it over so head touches 
knees. This is a full stretching 
of the spine. It should be done 
in rhythm—sort of a semi-somer- 
sault movement. 


My Day -o- 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, Sunday. 
N Friday afternoon I had a 
QO number of appointments, end- 
ing up with a little time spent 
with Ambassador Winant, whom I 
have been trying to see ever since 
he came back from England. 

We had a quiet dinner at home, 
and at 9 o’clock I went to a meet- 
ing of the UNRRA sataff society, 
whose members are preparing to 
go overseas. They held this meet- 
ing in the Pan-American Build- 
ing, and after the speeches there 
was a short, informal reception. 
Many of the workers come from 
the countries in the world where 
they are now going to try and re- 
habilitate the people. Some of 
them were driven out by persecu- 
tion and some were here before 
the war, but all of them have 
grave responsibilities ahead, and 
it is heartening to see with what 
courage and interest they face the 
future. 

Few people realize the difficul- 
ties of accumulating supplies and 
transportation and of making ar- 
rangements with the governments 
of various countries while the war 
is still going on: In spite of it 
all, however, fofmer Gov, Lehman 
and his staff manage to find so- 
lutions to the many problems, and 
I know that as good a job as it 
is possible to do under present con- 
ditions is being done at all times, 

I took the midnight train back 
to New York City in order to do 
some Christmas shopping in the 
morning. At noon I attended the 
luncheon of the United Parents’ 
Association, where I spoke. This 
group is facing the challenge to 
parents in the present and in the 
immediate future, and certainly 
there never was a ‘time which pre- 
sented parents with a greater va- 
riety of problems, 

Later in the afternoon I went 
to the reception given by Tech. 
Sgt. and Mrs, Joseph Lash, and 
today I am. trying to visit a num- 


ber of my family and friends here 
who have been laid low by vari- 
ous ailments. I often think how 
fortunate it is that the Lord has 
kept me so far in such excellent 
health. I can’t think how I would 
ever have time to be ill, but I 
suppose the day will come when 
I will be forced to find time, and 
how I shall hate it! 

The War Production Board is 
asking all of us who speak before 
groups of people if we will not 
continue to emphasize the need 
that exists for conservation and 
salvage. Paper is their immediate 
concern, but I think they are 
anxious that conservation should 
extend to everything we use in 
our daily lives. It may not always 
be directly for a war purpose, but 
many things otherwise wasted 
might go to free some war ma- 
terials, and so we should never 
think of anything as being use- 
less. 


New Blouse Styles 

The most noticeable thing about 
blouses this winter is the wide 
variety of styles obtainable. For- 
merly blouses were divided into 
two classes, the very tailored shirt- 
waist blouse or the more feminine 
style usually with ruffled jabot. 
This year almost all blouses have 
the feminine touch and ruffles are 
being used in. numerous original 
ways. A pastel wool jersey blouse, 
for. example, has a wide ruffle of 
self material just above the elbow 
of each long sleeve. Several white 
blouses are made with ruffles 
across the yoke line, extending 
over to the sleeve, across the yoke 
line and down the front, in several 
rows cascading down the front, 
and numerous neckline treatments, 

Tailored blouses are still made, 
of course, but they are more likely 
to be the high necked kind with 
three-quarter length sleeves and 
buttons down the back than the 
open-throat collar type.

Social Problems

HE question asked by this mother of a family is impossible 
T to answer without seeming squeamishly finicking. But 

respect for the privacy of others—even of other members 
of our own family—is a fundamental exaction of honorable be- 
havior. Her letter tells me: “The younger members of my 
family often leave their letters spread open on the piano, living- 
room table or bureau. When I straighten out the house, it is 
very hard for me not to read these letters, especially if they 
are short and typewritten, which they frequently are. I think 
I have never read a letter belonging to one of the children ex- 
eent under these conditions, or when it was expressly offered 
to me to read. Do you think letters left open as I have de- 
scribed could be considered private?” 

As already noted, objection to your reading them sounds 
very finicking. But in order to impress your children with the 
right impulses of honorable behavior, it would be setting a bad 
example to read any letter not offered you on purpose. It is 
also true that they should be taught not to leave personal let- 
ters lying around, as is the habit of most young people. 


DEAR MRS. Post: When sending a Christmas card to the 
family doctor, should this card include his family too, when 
they are strangers? Where should this card be sent—to the 
office or to his house? 

Answer: If you would like to send the card to Dr. and 
Mrs. ... and address it to his house, you may quite properly 
do so. But a doctor’s patients who know him only professional- 
ly, usually send cards to him alone and to his office. In other 
words, both are proper.

Doctor on 


Safety in 
Childbirth

MONG the signs of advance in 
A medicine one that has gone al- 

most unnoticed is the decreas- 
ing death rate of mothers in child- 
birth. It has been a slow prog- 
ress due to many factors, but the 
latest spurt in improvement is 
probably due to the introduction 
of the sulfa drugs in puerperal 
sepsis, or childbirth fever. “In 
1942, 29 states had a maternal 
death rate of less than 2% per 
1000 live births. In 1936 no state 
in the Union had so low a rate, 
the best fates were about 4 per 
1000 live births. 


It was 100 years ago that the 
first attempts~to influence’ the 
mortality and deliberately attempt 
to save women’s lives in the peri- 
od of childbirth were begun, Be- 
fore that it was considered, that 
what happened to a mother was 
an act of Providence. No human 
agency could influence it and it 
was impious to try. In 1843 a 
young doctor 34 years old named 
Oliver Wendell Holmes read a pa- 
per before the Boston Society of 
Medical Improvement, in which he 
suggested that the fever of which 
young mothers died shortly after 
childbirth was contagious and fur- 
thermore that it was spread from 
patient to patient by the attend- 
ing doctors and nurses, 


x * * 


THIS, REMEMBER, was long 
before the days when germs were 
known and identified, long before 
such things as antiseptics. Long 
before Lister had shown the way 
to make surgery aseptic. Young 
Dr. Holmes had to prove his points 
by inference—by reciting cases in 
which a doctor who had been at- 
tending a woman who had child- 
bed fever had attended another 
woman in childbirth and had con- 
taminated her. 

Naturally his statements aroused 
a furor of resentment among the 
medical profession. Medical men 
were not as receptive to new ideas 
then as now. But gradually with 
the accumulation of evidence came 
acceptance, especially after the 
Viennese obstetrician, Semmel- 
weiss, showed that by dipping the 
hands in chlorinated lime solution 
the doctor rendered himself fairly 
safe to attend a mother in labor. 
With the-introduction of surgical 
gowns, sterilized instruments, rub- 
ber gloves, etc., the obstetrician 
prepares himself as carefully for 
his duties as the surgeon does for 
an abdominal or other operation. 


x * * 


AN ADDITIONAL safeguard to 
the mother is the growth of the 
practice of careful examination 
and care during the entire expec- 
tant period, This has been a slow 
process of education, but it has 
borne fruit and few women in 
North America would think of al- 
lowing a pregnancy to go to term 
without regular medical consulta- 
tion. The use of the X-ray and 
pelvic measurements and blood 
pressure measurements has served 
to prepare the doctor if there is 
any deviation from normal pres- 
ent. 


The results of these discoveries 
and campaigns is shown in the 
statistics which I have quoted. The 
worst mortality is found in the 
Southern States among the Negro 
population who do not employ a 
doctor at all. The _ statistics are 
everywhere made worse by the in- 
clusion of familles who for eco- 
nomic or other reasona do not take 
advantage of the opportunities of 
prenatal care and of docters or 
midwives who observe aseptic pre- 
cautions during delivery. The 
mother who is intelligent in her 
selection of an obstetrician may be 
assured nowadays that her deliv- 
ery will be far safer than the act 
of crossing the street at some of 
our busy corners,

“Happy Warrior,”

West, despite the fact that 
East’s double called for a heart 
lead, opened his fourth highest di- 
amond, which would have been a 
good enough choice if East had 
co-operated properly. The lead 
was ducked in dummy, East won 
with the queen, and shifted to the 
club 10. (If he had taken the 
pains to count, of course, he 
would have seen that since West 
had four diamonds, South could 
have only two and that his jack, 
if he had that card, would drop 
under a second-round play of the 
king). On the club 10 return 
South blandly played the eight, 
and West’s follow-suit play of the 
five-spot seemed to be a come-on 
to East, since he was missing the 
deuce. Whatever his “reasoning,” 
East led another club! 


Declarer promptly ran off five 
club tricks, discarding two spades 
and three hearts from the 
dummy. East kept two cards each 
in spades, hearts and diamonds, 
duplicating dummy’s present dis- 
tribution. Now declarer led the 
diamond jack and passed the 
trick to East! This was to guard 
against a sudden reversal of form 
on East’s part—the possibility 
that if the diamond ace were 
played, he might get the inspira- 
tion to unblock his king. Now 
the best he could do was win the 
diamond king and exit with the 
heart king. Dummy won with 
the ace, cashed the diamond ace 
and threw East in with the heart 
queen. The forced spade return 
gave declarer the fulfilling tricks.
